- owing to Italy demanding that Belginm sbeuld abandon partof the 
percentage of the indemnity already allocated to her, but that 

} matter seems to have been satisfactory settled. 

We have already given our views on what the attitude of the 
Allies shoald be towards Germaoyand in view of tha decisions 
come to at the Brussels Conference it is necessary to examine the 
position in its later light. The Allies have cometo the conclusior 
that thay must secure thadisarmament of Germany at any price. 
and French and British military beads have been instructed to 
consider practical mzans of impo-ing upon Garmany the ezecotion 
of the disarmament clauses of the Treaty. We are in symathy with 

- that, because without the disarmament of our late enemy the Peate 
} Treaty is nullified in one of its moss essential parts. Germany only 
‘needs a force sufficient for internal policing and there shagld 
~ba no oondue laxity shown even in tha: direction. 
The Allies are also insisting on tha delivery of all the war 
material enumerated in the Treaty and the abolision of conscrip- 
tion. We have no fault to find with that and we think that 
Gerinany will be acting mistakenly if she protests or procrastinates. 

It is her own interests 
and in the interests of Europe that sbe should. The point in which 
we are mostly interested is tha: dealing with the indemnity.
